Fhe Glimmering of Vengeance: 
The publication of Stewart's pamphlet and its 
dissemination thieughout the region which its 
‘exposures saved from a threatened devastation, 
produced u sensation in comparison with which 
the excitements attendant upon the arrest of 
Murrell and the revealments of his trial, were 
ef but trifling moment. The dark end san- 
scheme of massacre aud tapine lay 
bere im all its hideous details, and a thrill 
ef horror such as is only elicited from man 
when he gezed back upon some appalling dan- 
ger from which he has miraculously escaped, 
vasa through the shuddering communities of 
ef the West and South. But following the elec- 
tric shiver came a warming of the blood which 
* grew into a rage fer vengeance, and in the first 
madness of the fever many a dissolute and sus- 
picious character, fell victims to the sudden 
and fatal indignation of excited citizens. Some 
‘wore smitten dowa in casual encounters which, 
‘Mf neticed at all, were merely chronicled as 
ehance affrays, aud others perished under the 
mere deliberate but equally savage adjudication 

of the Regulators. 

These results were not immediate upon the 
pablication of the pamphlet, but were provoked 
by a subsequent series of events which have be- 
came s portion of the history of the West, and 
‘whieh, from their connection with the impri- 
soned marauder and his clans, it is our duty to 
Barrate. 

* The incarceration of the leader and the ex- 
position of the grand scheme of the insurrectioe, 
seemed at first to threaten the utter disorgani- 
sation of the band, and dismayed and discomfit- 
ed, the miscreants of the morass cowered in 
their dens, and the leading members who were 
eltuated in society, abstained from any system 
of cortespondence with each other. The para- 
lysis, however, did not last long, and a fragment 
‘of the more daring spirits, grasping at hupe in 
the very depth of gloom, conceived the daring 

' policy of carrying out the plans of the chief, by 
precipitating the insurrection which had been 
previously set for the 25th December. They con- 
ceived that the country, relying upon the state- 
ments of Stewart, would not enter into a ge- 
Meral system of precaution against the rising 
watil shortly previous to the indicated time, 
aad that therefore if they could hurry the crisis 
asearly as July, they might still command suc- 
eess by taking the country by surprise. This 
plan was proposed by one of the most distin- 
guished of Murrell’s personal friends named An- 
drew Boyd, of Hinds County, Mississippi, and

the same State. 

These men were the leading Kom of Missis- 
sippi, and boldly answered for readiness of 
the one hundred and fifty adherents of the clan 
in that State, and also unhesitatingly asserted 
that the negroes could be as easily made ready 
for the rising in July, as they could for the first 
alloted time, or a yesr thence. Indeed, Boyd 
declared that the earlier date ought originally to 
have been chosen, and it surprised him tnat the 
advantages of the fourth day of July had not 
ateuck the acute mind of theirchief, nor suggest- 
ed itself to the thoughts of any of the confeder-

Horrip Muaper sy Necrors.—Mr. Benja- 
min.Plumbe, a native of Polaad, but for the last 
two or three * a resident of Charleston, 8. 
C., was brutally murdered in Orangeburg District, 
of that State, under the following circumstances : 

- Mr Plumbe has for several months been ped- 
ding: good throughout several of the upper 
districts, and while on one of these expeditions 
in the neighbourhood of Orangeburg, he was 
killed by two or three negroes from a field, who 
stated that they desired to make some purch- 
ases. He immediately stopped his horse and 
sulky, opened one of his trunks, and while in 
the act of taking out the goods one of the ne- 
gtoes struck him a severe blow across the head 
with an axe. The wounded man offered them 
all hé essed to spare his life, but deaf to his 
cries, they despatched him in a few seconds by 
sae his skull with an axe. They then bu- 

ed the body and divided the booty. The sulky 
was concealed in the woods and the horse allow- 
ed to go astray. 

One of the negroes acquainted his wife with 
all the circumstances: relating to the murder, 
aad placed in her possession several articles of 
value, under the strictest injunctions. The wo- 
maa immediately — her mistress with 
the facts, and rad ncipal and his accomplices 
were soon captured and placed in confinement, 
where they have since made a full confession. 

Mr. P., we understand, was quite a young 
man, and had been married about eight-or ten 
months, in this city. Since the receipt of this 
intelligence, his wife has been lying in a critical 
and dangerous situation .—Charleston Eve. News. 


Homtctpe sy A Necress.—We understand, 
says the Savannah Republican of the 4th, that 
Mr. James Danelly. of Macon, lost his life on 
Sunday evening last, while in the act of inflict- 
ing some blows upon a free woman of color.® It 
appears that when Dauelly entered the house, 
she was cleaning her nails with a small penknife. 
In the course of the scuffle which ensued, she 
either intentionally or accidentally inflicted a 
blow, which caused his death in a few minutes. 
The blade of the knife passed through the low- 
er edge of his vest-and entered the liver, sever- 
ing the principal artery. The girl was immedi- 
ately arrested and will be tried for the offence, 
though the impression seems to be that the kill- 
ing was entirely accidental.

A Femace Stasper.—Erastus Wells, officer 
of the American Theatre, New Orleans, was 
stabbed on Tuesday night last, by a woman of 
ill-fame, named Ellen Fyanklin. It seems that 
the accused was inaking a noise in the galler 
of the Theatre, when she was told by Mr. Wells 
that she must keep quiet. She had a pocket- 
knife in her hand at the time, and in making a 
blow with it at some person with whom she had 
words, the blade of the weapon entered Mr, 
Well's arm, causing a severe though not danger- 
ous wound. The point of the knife broke in 
the flesh, but yesterday it was extracted. Not 
being able to give bail for her appearance for 
examination, she was yesterday sent to jail by 
Recorder Baldwin. 





Horriste Arrairn.—At Lafayette, Ala., on 
the 27th ult., a negro woman, belonging toa Mr.

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Law Acawst Lotreaizs.—The Legislature 
of Pennsylvania, have pansséd a law declaring 
the sale of lottery and policy tickets within that 
Mate to be a felony, and farther declaring that 
any person selling the came, assisting in selling 
the same, or acting us an agent or broker forthe 
Giavemination of ihe same, shall for each offence, 
be senteticed to pay a fine not exceding five thun- 
sand dollars, and ip undergo an imprisonment, 
in solitary confinement, or at hard labor, either 
in the State Prison or the County Jail, for any 
term of time not exceeding thre-years. The law 
exempts the purchaser of tickets or slips frem 
any penalty, and makes hin a conipetent wit- 
mess against the deuler. In conclusion, the act 
eistes that any jodictment shall be held to be 
geod, which simply charges the crime in the lan- 
guage of the Jaw, without specially setting forch 
fo manuerand furm, ‘the number or date of the 
ticket, or the device,or anything in the nature 
thereof, or policy, or that which represents the 
same, of the name uf the lottery, or where the 
same is printed.” 

This is a wholesome, and from its terme, an 
available law, and if its provisions be strictly en- 
forced will, toa great extcn!, eradicate the most 
- pemnicious vice that ever preyed upos the sub- 
stance of the, poor, or ever made knaves and 

pilferers ont of dupes and fools. 

We havea similar law in thie State, but from 

the criminal semiseness of the authorities, it 
pisudesd letter. Lottery and policy shops are 
seattered in all portions of the city, and abound 
in the poorest neighborhoods in about the same 
proportion as the low groggeries. The secret 
of the general amuesty to this species of offen- 
ders probably may be found jo the fact that the 
large dealetsand backers in Broadway “ tip” 
heavily to some of those in power, and the 
mgis of their protecting bond is thus extended 
over the small fry, aud outsiders, who make up 
their budgets of play. 


Under this state of il ings, therefore, wecan-| 


met expect the law to receive any aid from the 
authorities, but we are free to rejoice in the 
prospect of seeing justice take a sweep at the 
wiclous offenders who undermine the morals of 
seciety in an adjoining State.

Thompson is a man of more than ordisary in- 
tellect, and had not his mental powers become 
debased by low stratagems and vicious schemes. 
he might at this day have ranked as a man of 
genius. He has, however, waived the advanta- 
ges of these high gifts, and preferred to grove! 
in the meanest avenues of vice to walking in the 
paths of an honorable ambition. There is there- 
fore but little hope of his redemption. There is 
always small hope for the reform of any offender 
who enters into crime without the push of any 
dire necessity, but of a man of high intelligence, 
who voluntarily besots himself with the intoxi- 
cation of dark and terrible excitements, it may 
be said, that the good angel who watches-over 
the last redemptive spark has abandoned him 
forever. 

There has been more said, but less known of 
6¢Qne Eyed Thompson,” than of any criminal 
who ever figured in our police recordy; and it 
mily be also added, that there is more about him 
worth. knowing, than about any dozen of the 
most renowned of those who have devoted them- 
selves to the same oblique pursuits of life. His 
case will be‘ among the first called on at the next 
Seasiomp, and will, probably, as before, be de- 
fended by himself. 1f so, it will afford an in- 
teresting entertainment, and an instructive les- 
son, to all who may attend. 

Thompeon is a printer by trade. He is about 
87. years oid,5 feet 11 inches high, retreuting 
forehead, pale face, right eye out, blue eye, large 
nose, sod rather flat, with a small pulp under- 
neath, high cheek bones, brown hair, thin light 
beard, large feet, hands and knuckles, and three 
Sudia ink ring marks on the three first fingers of 
his left hand. He is above midding size, and 
will weigh about 170 pounds. He sometimes 
wears a false giass eye of the same color as the 
real one.

A young woman 
named Frances Gardner, who had endeavored, 
without success, to sever the jugular vein, was 
arrested, arraigned, and punished by being sent 
to the Alms House. In this case, as in the 
English one, the unfortunate victim of distress 
expressed her satisfaction at having been let off 
so easily.

Convictep asp Sentencen.—The tfial of 
Hosea Hildreth Smith, for perjury, closed in the 
Washihgion criminal court this week.
